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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that the Slotznick reference 
"does not disclose receiving a plurality of data from a single source and separating the data", specifically that the primary and secondary 
data of Slotznick are not intended to be displayed simultaneously on a single screen and are received separately. The examiner 
respectfully disagrees. As cited by the exminer, Slotznick at col. 4, lines 44-52 discloses the downloading of pages "in a generally 
continuous process from a memory or remote source", that that a page refers to "the body of data downloaded at one time over the Internet 
from a remote server". Further, pages "may contain both primary and secondary data". Therefore, Slotznick teaches the downloading of 
such pages in a continuous process, from a single source (memory or remote server), the pages including both primary and secondary 
data, which are disclosed by Slotznick to be separated and utilized in a variety of ways. 
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
